The Indian Famine. 

From the Pioneer Mail, published 
in Allanabad, India, under date of 
Jan. 21, we learn the following 
anent the famine : 


“Food stocks are reported ample 
in Burma; adequate in Madras, 
where the ryote of the affected 
tracts hold large stocks, sufficient 
for a year in the affected districts 
of Bombay, generally; sufficient in 
the Punjab, where the dealers of 
ona affected district are seid to be 
holding up enormous stucks, though 
the southeastern districts are im- 
porting from Sind; sufficient fur 
the present in the northwestern 
provinces and Oudh and in the 
central provinces, where the spring 
crops are expected to carry them on 
to the autumn harvest; aud, exce;'t 
in one district, sufficient for the 
present in Bengal, where rice can 
be promptly imported from Burma. 
Agequate arrangements have been 
been made locally for the supply of 
the relief camps. Tie inland rail- 
way rates fur gratn have been re- 
duced. Government has publicly 
proclaimed its rigid policy of non- 
interference with private enterprise 
and al'stension fiom purchase on its 
own account, save possibly in de- 
finite tracts under special conditions

Winona, North Dakota, the Scene

Won, N. D., Feb. 18.—A sex- 
tuple tragedy was discovered one 
mile from this place to-day on the 
ranch of the Kev. Thomas Spicer. 
The horribly mutilated bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Spicer, their dau,hter, 
Mrs. Wm. Rouse, with her one 
year old twin bovs, and the aged 
Mrs. Waldron, the mother of the 
postmaster of this place, were dis- 
covered scattered about the ranch. 
There is as yet no positive clue to 
the perpetrators of the horrible 
crime. ‘The appearances about the 
ranch, the condition of the bodi-s 
and some other circumstances have 
ied to the suspicion that the mur- 
ders were committed by Indians, 
and this suspicion was in 
started from the known fact that 
one Indian was seen in the neigh- 
borhood of the ranch yesterday. 
The bodies were terribly mutilated 
with axes and clube, The Standing 
Rock Indian reservation is not far 
from the scene.
